John  Williams 


In  January  1980,  John  Williams  was 
named  nineteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  since  its  founding  in  1885. 
Mr.  Williams  was  born  in  New  York  and 
moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in 
1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario 
Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After  service  in  the 
Air  Force,  Williams  returned  to  New  York  to 
attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he 
studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina 
Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York,  he  also 
worked  as  a  jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and 
on  recordings.  Again  Williams  moved  to  Los 
Angeles,  where  he  began  his  career  in  the 
film  studios,  working  with  such  composers 
as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and 
Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music 
for  many  television  programs  in  the  1960s, 
winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

John  Williams  has  composed  the  music 
and  served  as  music  director  for  over  sixty- 
five  films,  including  Goodbye,  Mr.  Chips, 
Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the 
Third  Kind,  Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes 
Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T.  (the 
Extra-Terrestrial),  Return  of  the  Jedi, 

Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom, 
and  The  Witches  of  Eastwick.  He  has 
received  23  Academy  Award  nominations 
and  has  been  awarded  four  Oscars  and  15 
Grammies,  as  well  as  several  gold  and 
platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar 
was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a  Motion 
Picture,  for  E.T.  Mr.  Williams  composed  his 
latest  film  score  for  the  recent  Steven 
Spielberg  film,  Empire  of  the  Sun.  He 
received  two  Academy  Award  nominations 
this  year  in  the  category  of  Best  Original 
Score  for  a  Motion  Picture,  for  The  Witches 
of  Eastwick  and  Empire  of  the  Sun. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has 
written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two 
symphonies,  and  a  flute  concerto  and  violin 
concerto  recorded  by  the  London  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra.  Recent  works  include  the 
“Mission  Theme”  for  NBC  News,  the 
Liberty  Fanfare,  composed  for  the  reded¬ 
ication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  and  “We’re 
Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the  Special 
Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987 
International  Summer  Games.  Mr.  Williams 
recently  completed  the  theme  for  the 
1988  Summer  Olympics  to  be  held  in 
Seoul,  Korea. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has 
sold  more  than  four  million  copies,  more 
than  any  non-pop  album  in  recording  his¬ 
tory.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 


have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly 
acclaimed  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  include  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on 
the  March,  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This 
World,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage,  a 
collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman 
entitled  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart,  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  favorite  Americana  entitled  America, 
the  Dream  Goes  On,  Bernstein  by  Boston, 
Swing,  Swing,  Swing,  Pops  in  Love  and 
By  Request. . .,  featuring  music  of  John 
Williams.  Under  a  continuing  exclusive  con¬ 
tract  with  Philips  Records,  a  new  John 
Williams/Boston  Pops  Orchestra  recording 
of  Holst’s  The  Planets  was  released  in  April, 
with  Digital  Jukebox  scheduled  for  release 
this  month. 

Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  on  a  United  States 
tour  in  1985  sponsored  by  Signal  Com¬ 
panies,  Inc.,  and  on  a  tour  of  Japan  last 
November.  Mr.  Williams  has  also  appeared 
as  guest  conductor  with  a  number  of  major 
orchestras,  including  the  London  Sym¬ 
phony,  the  Cleveland  Orchestra,  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Orchestra,  the  Denver  Symphony, 
the  Indianapolis  Symphony,  and  the  Los 
Angeles  Philharmonic,  with  which  he  has 
appeared  many  times  at  the  Hollywood 
Bowl.  In  the  past  few  years  he  has  received 
honorary  degrees  from  such  American 
colleges  and  universities  as  Berklee  Col¬ 
lege  of  Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern 
University,  Tufts  University,  the  University 
of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia,  Boston 
University,  and  the  New  England  Conser¬ 
vatory  of  Music. 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson 


Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  Associate  Conduc¬ 
tor  Laureate  of  the  Boston  Pops,  the  found¬ 
er  and  Conductor  Laureate  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  Music 
Director  of  the  Boston  Classical  Orchestra. 
He  recently  retired  from  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra’s  first  violin  section.  A 
native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr. 
Dickson  is  a  graduate  of  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory 
of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with  Carl  Flesch 
and  Max  Rostal  as  a  fellowship  student  at 
Berlin’s  Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later 
studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at 
the  Domain  School  in  Maine.  He  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1938  under 
Serge  Koussevitzky,  was  named  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Pops  in  1958  and  Asso¬ 
ciate  Conductor  in  1980,  and  founded  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  current 
Youth  Concert  series  in  1959. 

Active  as  a  guest  conductor,  Mr.  Dickson 
has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many 
orchestras  outside  of  Boston,  including  the 
Baltimore  Symphony,  the  National  Sym¬ 
phony  in  Washington,  the  Montreal  Sym¬ 
phony,  the  Vancouver  Symphony,  the 
Orchestra  London  (Ontario),  the  Florida 
Symphony,  the  Edmonton  Symphony,  the 
Quebec  Symphony,  the  Saskatchewan 
Symphony,  the  Jerusalem  Symphony,  and 
the  National  Arts  Centre  Orchestra  in 
Ottawa.  Already  planning  a  busy  guest  con¬ 
ducting  schedule  for  the  1988-89  season, 
his  itinerary  includes  Pops  concerts  with  a 
number  of  orchestras  throughout  the  world. 

The  distinguished  recipient  of  numerous 
awards,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a  Chevalier  in  the 
Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French 
government.  In  1971  the  National  Con¬ 
ference  of  the  Humanities  presented  him  a 
Certificate  of  Honor,  recognizing  his  dis¬ 
tinguished  contributions  to  the  humanities, 
and  Pi  Lambda  Theta,  a  national  honor  and 
professional  association  in  education, 
awarded  him  the  “Excellence  in  Education” 
Award.  In  1975  the  city  of  Somerville 
dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of 


Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill 
Community  School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating 
the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at 
Madison  Park  High  School.  Mr.  Dickson 
holds  honorary  degrees  from  Boston’s 
Berklee  College  of  Music  and  Emmanuel 
College,  Lesley  College,  Curry  College, 
North  Adams  State  College,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  University,  and  from  the 
American  College  of  Greece.  In  the  spring 
of  1987  he  received  honorary  degrees  from 
Boston  University,  the  New  England  Con¬ 
servatory  of  Music,  the  Boston  Conser¬ 
vatory,  and  Framingham  State  College. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about 
music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has 
incorporated  many  of  them  into  his  books, 
Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  an  enter¬ 
taining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes, 
and  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.  In 
addition,  he  furthered  the  part-time 
conducting  career  of  his  close  friend,  the 
late  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  traveled 
to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical 
mentor. 
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The  Boston  Pops 


The  promise  of  something  new  and  excit¬ 
ing  at  Boston’s  Music  Hall  brought  out  a 
large  crowd  on  July  1 1 ,  1 885,  none  of 
whom  could  have  guessed  that  they  were 
present  for  what  would  become  a  national 
tradition.  Boston,  of  all  American  cities,  had 
a  reputation  of  sobriety  in  matters  musical  - 
the  notion  of  “good  music”  as  “high  art”  was 
intimately  bound  up  with  the  understanding 
that  the  music  must  be,  above  all,  serious. 
What  a  surprise,  then,  to  discover  that 
Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  in  1881 
of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  pro¬ 
posed  to  establish  in  the  summer  “concerts 
of  a  lighter  kind  of  music.” 

Higginson’s  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by 
his  early  experiences  as  a  music  student  in 
Vienna,  where  he  enjoyed  the  delights  of 
Austrian  concert  gardens,  which  offered 
light  music  in  the  relaxed  atmosphere  of  a 
cafe  setting.  He  was  also  a  realist  with  a 
strong  desire  to  provide  fuller  employment 
for  the  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  who  at  the  time  worked  only  six 
months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it 
was  a  bold  innovation.  Billed  as  the 
“Promenade  Concerts,”  they  combined  light 
classical  music,  tunes  from  the  current  hits 
of  the  musical  theater,  and  occasionally  a 
novelty  number  designed  largely  to  gener¬ 
ate  laughter  with  clever  musical  tricks.  In 
addition,  Music  Hall  was  among  the  first 
public  buildings  lighted  by  electricity,  and 
nowhere  else  in  the  city  could  music  be 
heard  in  the  same  room  where  refresh¬ 
ments  and  light  alcoholic  beverages  were 
being  served.  The  highest  social  circles  of 
Boston  were  present,  and,  at  intermission, 
the  audience  enjoyed  promenading  to  meet 
friends  and  sport  the  latest  spring  fashions. 
Allowing  for  some  changes  of  taste  over  the 
course  of  a  century,  the  early  programs 
were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  pro¬ 
grams  of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra’s  early  history, 
almost  all  of  the  Pops  conductors  were 
drawn  from  the  membership  of  the  BSO. 

The  principal  exception  was  the  first  con¬ 
ductor,  Adolf  Neuendorff,  a  German-born 
musician  who  came  to  America  in  1854  and 
studied  music  here.  A  prominent  opera  con¬ 
ductor,  he  had  led  the  American  premieres 
of  Wagner’s  Lohengrin  and  Die  Walkure  and 
was  an  active  composer  of  operettas  for  the 
German-language  theater  in  New  York. 
Several  of  the  conductors  were  significant 


musical  figures:  Timothee  Adamowski,  a  dis¬ 
tinguished  violinist  and  chamber  musician; 
Max  Zach,  who  later  became  conductor  of 
the  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra;  and 
Gustav  Strube,  a  prolific  composer  who 
heard  fifteen  of  his  orchestral  works  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
and  later  became  the  first  conductor  of  the 
Baltimore  Symphony  Orchestra  and  director 
of  the  Peabody  Conservatory  in  Baltimore. 
Often  the  conductorship  was  shared  bet¬ 
ween  two  people  during  a  season,  which 
provided  some  variety  in  programming  tas¬ 
tes  and  also  encouraged  concertgoers  to 
attend  more  than  once  each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a 
new  name  and  a  new  home  for  the 
“Promenade  Concerts.”  The  change  came 
with  the  temporary  move  from  Music  Hall  to 
Mechanics  Hall  while  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra’s  new  home  in  Back  Bay  was  still 
under  construction.  In  1900  the  programs 
began  carrying,  for  the  first  time,  the 
punchy  and  by  now  commonly  accepted 
term,  “Pops.”  Now  being  frequently  per¬ 
formed  was  a  recent  patriotic  work  by 
America’s  “March  King,”  John  Philip  Sousa, 
which  in  later  decades  was  to  become  a 
celebrated  Pops  signature  piece -“The 
Stars  and  Stripes  Forever.” 

The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for 
many  years  linked  with  the  name  of  Arthur 
Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became  the  first 
American-born  conductor  put  in  charge  of 
entertaining  Pops  audiences.  Born  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  in  1915  as  a 
twenty-year-old  violinist.  He  played  both 
violin  and  viola  under  several  Pops  conduc¬ 
tors,  notably  the  Italians  Agide  Jacchia  and 
Alfredo  Casella.  In  order  to  develop  his 
skills  as  a  conductor,  Fiedler  formed  the 
Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra 
composed  of  Boston  Symphony  members. 

At  the  same  time,  his  efforts  to  establish  a 
series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts 
resulted,  in  1929,  in  the  first  Esplanade 
Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles 
River.  With  Fiedler’s  appointment  as  eight¬ 
eenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the 
following  year,  the  modern  Pops  was  estab¬ 
lished.  Fiedler  took  a  strong  interest  in 
American  music  and  young  American  solo¬ 
ists;  he  also  emphasized  popular  contem¬ 
porary  compositions  as  well  as  light  music 
of  earlier  days. 
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Fiedler’s  Esplanade  concerts  were  even¬ 
tually  absorbed  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  organization.  Recordings,  tours, 
and  guest  appearances  made  Fiedler  and 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  famous.  One  of 
their  earliest  releases,  Jacob  Gade’s 
Jalousie,  issued  in  1935,  became  the  first 
orchestral  record  ever  to  “go  gold”  by  sell¬ 
ing  more  than  a  million  copies.  Jalousie  and 
Gershwin’s  Rhapsody  in  Blue  launched  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  as  the  most- 
recorded  orchestra  in  the  world. 

The  current  series  of  live  local  Boston 
Pops  radio  broadcasts  was  initiated  in 
1952;  as  of  1962,  syndicated  Pops  radio 
broadcasts  have  been  heard  nationally 
each  week.  Starting  in  1969,  the  national 
public  television  program  “Evening  at 
Pops,”  a  joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in 
Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra,  Inc.,  made  the  Pops  familiar  and 
welcome  visitors  to  households  all  over  the 
country  and  even  beyond  its  borders. 

Following  Fiedler’s  death  on  July  10, 
1979,  Boston  Pops  Associate  Conductor 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  led  the  orchestra  until 
John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor  in 
January  1980.  Mr.  Williams  has  retained 
what  he  refers  to  as  the  “tripartite  program 
format,”  with  an  opening  third  of  light 
classical  music,  a  middle  third  often  featur¬ 
ing  a  classical  or  popular  soloist,  and  a  final 
portion  of  popular  music,  frequently  drawn 
from  theater  or  film  scores. 

Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops 
repertory,  maintained  the  popularity  of 
“Evening  at  Pops,”  and  led  a  series  of  best¬ 


selling  recordings  under  an  exclusive  con¬ 
tract  with  Philips  Records.  These  include 
Pops  Out  of  This  World,  Pops  in  Space, 

Pops  on  the  March,  That’s  Entertainment 
(Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  Around  the 
World,  Aisle  Seat,  With  a  Song  in  My  Heart, 
America,  the  Dream  Goes  On,  Swing,  Swing, 
Swing,  Bernstein  by  Boston,  Pops  in  Love, 
and  By  Request.. .,  an  album  of  music  by 
John  Williams.  The  latest  Pops  recording, 
Holst’s  The  Planets,  was  released  in  April, 
with  Digital  Jukebox  scheduled  for  release 
this  month. 

Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  made  up  of 
members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra  (except  for  twelve  of  the  principal 
players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops  season 
as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players), 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orches¬ 
tra,  made  up  of  other  Boston-based  musi¬ 
cians.  Both  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  and 
the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  rep¬ 
resent  the  city  of  Boston  on  tour.  The  Bos¬ 
ton  Pops  Orchestra  has  appeared  at  the 
White  House  and  at  the  Lincoln  Memorial; 
the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  has 
made  two  tours  of  United  States  summer 
festivals  and  last  November  visited  Japan 
with  John  Williams.  The  Boston  Pops 
season  begins  immediately  following  the 
close  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s 
winter  season,  usually  in  early  May,  and 
continues  through  early  July.  There  is  an 
annual  Christmas  Pops  series  and  a  New 
Year’s  Eve  gala  at  Symphony  Hall  as  well. 


The  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  Conductors 


A  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  shows  many  changes  in  conductors,  two  or 
three  often  dividing  a  season.  Adolf  Neuendorff,  who  later  became  conductor  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera,  conducted  the  first  “Pops”  concert  on  July  1 1 ,  1885,  when  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Symphony  Orchestra  was  four  years  old.  The  first  concerts  were  called  “Promenade 
Concerts,”  after  the  old  London  concerts.

Byron  Stripling 


Making  his  debut  with  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra  is  trumpeter  Byron  Stripling,  who 
was  chosen  to  play  the  title  role  in 
Satchmo:  America’s  Musical  Legend  follow¬ 
ing  an  international  search  for  a  musician 
embodying  the  talent  and  charisma  of  the 
immortal  Louis  “Satchmo”  Armstrong.  Prior 
to  accepting  that  role,  the  25-year-old 
native  of  Atlanta,  Georgia,  received  much 
acclaim  for  his  performances  as  lead  trum¬ 
pet  and  soloist  with  the  Count  Basie 
Orchestra  under  the  direction  of  bandleader 
Thad  Jones.  He  has  also  played  lead  trum¬ 
pet  with  the  big  bands  of  Clark  Terry,  Lionel 
Hampton,  and  Woody  Herman. 

Byron  Stripling  has  had  extensive  formal 
musical  training,  having  studied  for 
three-and-one-half  years  at  the  Eastman 
School  of  Music  in  Rochester,  New  York, 
and  at  the  Interlochen  Arts  Academy  in 
Interlochen,  Michigan.  His  instructors  have 
included  Leon  Rapier  of  the  Louisville  Sym¬ 
phony,  Ron  Hasslemann  of  the  Minnesota 
Orchestra,  Charles  Geyer  of  the  Chicago 
Symphony,  and  Bill  Dobbins  at  the  Eastman 
School.  In  addition  to  receiving  a  grant  from 
The  Music  Assistance  Fund  of  the  New  York 
Philharmonic  and  the  Fred  Weber  Memorial 
Scholarship  for  Outstanding  Brass  Players, 
Mr.  Stripling  was  named  Outstanding  Jazz 
Trumpet  Soloist  at  the  Eau  Claire  Jazz 
Festival  in  Eau  Claire,  Wisconsin. 


Tamara  Smirnova-Sajfar 


w  Born  in  1958  Siberia,  Tamara  Smirnova- 
Sajfar,  who  is  Associate  Concertmaster  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Con¬ 
certmaster  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  is 
making  a  return  appearance  as  soloist  with 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  having  made 
her  debut  last  year.  She  started  playing  the 
violin  at  the  age  of  six,  and  graduated  in 
1981  from  the  Central  Music  School  of  the 
Tchaikovsky  Conservatory  in  Moscow, 
where  she  studied  with  Eugenia  Chugaava, 
a  long-time  assistant  of  Professor  Yan- 
kelevich.  Upon  completing  her  studies,  she 
moved  to  Zagreb,  where  she  soon  became 
the  concertmaster  of  the  Zagreb  Philhar¬ 
monic  Orchestra,  the  youngest  concertmas¬ 
ter  in  the  hjstory  of  that  ensemble.  Ms. 
Smirnova-Sajfar  won  acclaim  for  her 
numerous  solo  recitals  and  solo  appear¬ 
ances  with  the  Zagreb  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  the  Slovene  Philharmonic 
Orchestra,  and  the  Dubrovnik  City  Orches¬ 
tra,  among  others.  She  has  also  appeared 
with  orchestras  in  Moscow,  Leningrad,  Kiev, 
Minsk,  Gorky,  and  many  other  music  cen¬ 
ters  in  the  USSR.  She  has  concertized  in 
Czechoslovakia,  West  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  and  in  other  European  countries  as 
well.  In  November  1986  she  made  her 
acclaimed  American  recital  debut  at  Jordan 
Hall,  in  a  benefit  performance  for  Project 
STEP  (String  Training  and  Educational  Pro¬ 
gram  for  Minority  Students).  This  past  Feb¬ 
ruary  she  was  soloist  with  the  Worcester 
Symphony  Orchestra.  Ms.  Smirnova-Sajfar 
has  recorded  for  Jugoton  and  has  been  a 
lecturer  at  the  Music  Academy  in  Zagreb. 
She  now  makes  her  home  in  Newton  with 
her  husband  Miljenko  Sajfar,  who  was  prin¬ 
cipal  cellist  of  the  Zagreb  Philharmonic,  and 
their  son. 


CANDIDE  OVERTURE 

Leonard  Bernstein  (b.1918) 

Candide,  a  musical  based  on  Voltaire’s 
satirical  short  novel,  opened  on  Broadway  on 
December  1 ,  1 956.  At  the  time  it  was 
regarded  as  a  noble  failure  when  it  closed 
after  only  73  performances;  certainly  there 
were  dramatic  problems  with  the  shape  of  the 
show,  and  it  took  a  completely  rewritten  and 
restaged  version  nearly  two  decades  later  to 
become  a  real  popular  success.  Yet  few 
musicals  have  ever  successfully  combined  so 
wide  a  range  of  styles,  such  witty  parodies, 
and  such  sheer  technical  brilliance.  The  show 
even  boasted  a  real  overture  that  was  some¬ 
thing  other  than  the  hastily-cobbled-together 
potpourri  of  songs  that  were  designed  to  be 
the  hit  numbers.  This  bright  and  sassy  over¬ 
ture  quickly  assumed  a  life  of  its  own  as  a 
concert  piece  of  the  lighter  sort. 

POEME,  Opus  25 

Ernest  Chausson  (1855-1899) 

Ernest  Chausson’s  Pobme  is  probably  the 
most  popular  work  of  this  restrained,  melan¬ 
choly  composer  whose  career  was  tragically 
short.  Chausson  came  to  music  late  because, 
at  his  family’s  insistence,  he  finished  studies 
in  law  before  entering  the  Conservatoire  and 
later  working  privately  with  Cdsar  Franck.  And 
his  career  ended  in  a  bicycling  accident  at  the 
age  of  44,  when  he  lost  control  and  smashed 
into  a  stone  wall.  His  output  is  small,  and  he 
had  little  commercial  success  in  his  lifetime, 
but  Isaac  Albeniz,  whom  Chausson  had 
befriended  when  he  was  down  and  out  in 
Paris,  graciously  returned  the  favor  by  per¬ 
suading  the  German  publisher  Breitkopf  and 
Hartel  to  issue  Poeme  and  even  secretly  pro¬ 
vided  300  marks  to  be  given  to  the  composer 
as  “royalties.”  Debussy  responded  to  this  deli¬ 
cate  and  refined  work  in  these  terms: 

“Nothing  touches  (us)  more  with  dreamy 
sweetness  than  the  end  of  this  Pobme,  where 
the  music,  leaving  aside  all  description  and 
anecdote,  becomes  the  very  feeling  which 
inspired  its  emotion.” 

CARMEN  FANTASY 

Franz  Waxman  (1906-1967) 

Franz  Waxman  was  one  of  a  number  of 
talented  composers  from  central  Europe - 
others  were  Max  Steiner,  Erich  Wolfgang 
Korngold,  and  Miklos  Rozsa- who  played  a 
major  role  in  creating  the  symphonic  film 
score  for  Hollywood  productions  of  the  1930s 
and  ’40s.  Waxman  studied  at  the  Berlin  Con¬ 
servatory  and  got  his  apprenticeship  in  film 


music  by  arranging  Friedrich  Hollander’s 
music  for  the  classic  German  film  The  Blue 
Angel.  Like  so  many  of  his  colleagues,  he  fled 
the  Nazis  in  1933  and  settled  in  California  the 
following  year,  working  at  Universal,  MGM, 
and  Warner  Brothers  before  becoming  a  free¬ 
lancer.  He  wrote  scores  for  many  memorable 
films,  including  Captains  Courageous  (1937), 
The  Philadelphia  Story  { 1940),  Suspicion 
(1941),  The  Paradine  Case  (1947),  Sunset 
Boulevard  (1950),  Stalag  17  (1953),  Peyton 
Place,  and  The  Spirit  of  St.  Louis  (both  1 957). 

In  addition,  Waxman  wrote  a  great  deal  of 
concert  music,  including  several  concertos. 

His  Carmen  Fantasy  (1 947)  is  a  virtuoso  show¬ 
piece,  treating  themes  from  Bizet’s  ever- 
popular  opera  as  material  for  a  free  wheeling 
violin  concerto. 

THE  POPS  SALUTES 
"SATCHMO” 

Louis  Armstrong  (c.  1898-1971)  was  born  in 
New  Orleans  into  grinding  poverty,  but,  while 
sentenced  to  the  Home  for  Colored  Waifs  as  a 
teenager,  he  joined  the  band  and  was  given  a 
cornet.  The  instrument  showed  him  the  path 
to  his  future,  which  was  to  be  one  of  the  most 
original  and  powerful  musicians  in  the  history 
of  jazz.  He  joined  up  with  Kid  Oliver,  then 
regarded  as  the  best  jazz  musician  in  New 
Orleans,  in  1922.  Oliver  took  him  to  Chicago 
as  the  second  cornet  in  his  band,  where  he 
began  to  attract  the  extraordinary  attention 
that  never  left  him  for  the  rest  of  his  life.  After 
a  year  with  the  Fletcher  Henderson  Orchestra 
in  New  York,  where  he  became  recognized 
among  musicians  as  the  preeminent  player  of 
the  new  “hot”  style,  Armstrong  returned  to 
Chicago,  changed  from  cornet  to  the  more 
brilliant  trumpet,  and  in  late  1925  embarked 
on  a  series  of  recordings  that  changed  the 
face  of  jazz  forever.  One  of  his  first  records 
included  sections  of  scat  singing,  for  which 
Armstrong  became  equally  famous.  This  led 
eventually  to  his  becoming,  more  and  more,  a 
popular  entertainer  in  the  mainstream, 
especially  after  the  mid-1980s. 

The  Pops’  salute  to  “Satchmo”  is  a  medley 
of  tunes  associated  with  the  great  artist  from 
many  stages  of  his  life,  beginning  with  the 
“West  End  Blues,”  still  regarded  by  many 
specialists  as  the  greatest  of  his  recordings, 
including  several  of  the  songs  that  he  record¬ 
ed  with  great  success  during  his  “pop”  years 
(such  as  “Mack  the  Knife”  and  “Hello,  Dolly”), 
and  closing  with  the  great  symbol  of  New 
Orleans  jazz,  “When  the  Saints  Go  Marchin’  In.”
